administration of justice thru the
holding of disloyalty letters sent to
Governor Capper. It charged that
Governor- - Capper and Fred Voiland
directed the handling of these letters.
Voiland was appointed by the council
of defense at the instance of the gov-- :

ernor.
To the charges the governor and Mr.

Voiland allege "politics" and childishly
urge Herewith the
State Journal reiterates the charge
that Bagley came here to conduct an
investigation. The governor and Mr,
Voiland say there has been no investi-
gation.

Very well. .

The government records are closed
to inspection by this paper. They are
closed to the general public. It is a.

well founded, time honored federal
"custom.

But possibly those records can be
produced. Certainly, if the statements
oj Governor Capper and Mr. Voiland
are correct, no one should be more
anxious to open them to the public
Certainly a war governor, who says he
prides himself on keeping Kansas 100
per cent patriotic, will be most willing
to go to any length to give his people
the facts. Certainly Mr. Voiland, with
his zeal to maintain a proud record in
war activities, will cooperate.

Consequently the State Journal1
herewith requests Governor Capper
and Mr. Voiland to publicly Join this
paper in urging the department of jus-
tice in Washington to release all re-

ports made by Mr. Bagley to his chiefs
concerning his trip to Topeka. The
State Journal in order that the pub-
lic may know it all proposes also that
Governor Capper and Mr. Voiland join
this paper in securing from the depart-
ments the privilege of publishing the
correspondence leading up to this in-

vestigation.
Should trouble be encountered in se-

curing the Bagley report and the cor-
respondence even under the above
plan, the State Journal offers anoth-
er suggestion' This paper is possibly
abhs to tntet any reaskjifebte civil Judg-
ment. Consequently it proposes that
in event the department of justioe re-

fuses to release the records, that Gov-

ernor Capper and Mr. Voiland Join in
a civil action against this paper for
damages for libel. Under a subpoena
from a Kansas court, there is little
doubt that any records may be
brought into court.

Of course if there are no records.
Governor Capper and Mr. Voiland
have nothing to fear. If there has been
no investigation, certainly these men
have been most unjustly accused. In
such case they would be entitled to
and should receive public apology at
the hands of the State Journal.

The question of the investigation
has caused a sensation in Kansas. No
broad, fearless war governor should
tolerate the insult if the charge be
based on idle gossip, rumor or as the
governor's own paper says politics
ar.d Friends, neigh-

bors and business and political asso-

ciates of Governor Capper and Mr.
Voiland have been intuited if the
charges are groundless. Surely Gov-

ernor Capper and Mr. Voiland! will en-

ter into a stipulation with the State
Journal in order to bring these (acts
officially before the public.

London, July 3. Reports of the
murder of Nicholas Romanoff, former
Russian emperor, can be neither con-
firmed nor disproved, says the Petro-grra- d

correspondent of the Times un-
der date of June 23. He says the re-
port of the escape of Michael Alexan-drovitc- h,

brother of the former em-
peror, seems to have better founda-
tion.

The correspondent says he is un-
able to throw any light on the re-

ported death of Alexis, the former
heir apparent, and adds:

"Every time this kind of prominence
is given the Romanoff family, the peo-
ple think something serious is afoot.
The Bolshevik! are getting impatient
at these frequent surmises about the
deposed dynasty and the question
again is raised of absolutely settling;
the fate of the Romanoffs so as to be
done with them."

A few weeks ago the organ of the
Nonpartisan league was quoting a
statement from Governor Capper,
which was circulated broadcast, aa
indicating that the governor was not
opposing the league. This change of
front upon the part of the Kansas
executive is refreshing; it is, of course,
patriotic and most commendable, al-
tho the governor does not yet go quite
far enough; nor aa far as other gov-
ernors go.

There has been much evidence that
league leaders have been working
along disloyal lines. So assured on this
point have been many Kansas com-
munities that citizens of Sallna, Smith
Center, Colby and Ellsworth have
driven out Nonpartisan league organ-
isers. Topeka has not done so. On
the contrary, she is nursing a nest of
Nonpartisan league organizers in this
city and their supporters and abettors.
: ' These men are parties named Stevic,
Trapp and Brown, members of the
Chamber of Commerce. Stevic is
"office manager of the National Non
partisan League," according to his
card recently distributed, and has an
office at 52S New England building,
tenants of which have asked to have
Stevic ousted

Governors of the middle wett are
awakening to the Insidious invasion
of their states by Nonpartisan
Leaguers. Governor Neville, a Demo-
crat, of Nebraska, In a vigorous state-
ment requesting the organizers of the
Nonpartisan League to leave Ne-

braska, says:
"Tour organization has been used

to promote the circulation of seditious
literature, calculated to arouse

sentiment, class hatred and
in general to interfere with the suc-
cessful prosecution of the war."

Governor Burnqulst, a Republican,
of Minnesota, as one paper expressed
it, "burned" the league in a scorching
letter, recently defeated Lindberg, the
Nonpartisan League candidate. In
Minnesota the league helped nominate
Van. Leer, the Socialist mayor of Min-
neapolis. Governor Norbeek of South
Dakota also denounces the Nonparti-
san League. Governor , Harding of
Iowa has done the same.

The Wichita Rotary club, in its re
port on the Nonpartisan League, after
a thoro investigation, said: "The
Nonpartisan League is doing its best
to get into Kansas. ' It is endeavoring
to elect members of the legislature.
Every loyal Kansan should carefully
investigate every candidate for the
legislature, and find out whether or
not he is in league with or in sympa-
thy with the Nonpartisan League,
which has been making-- a desperate
attempt to gain a., foothold In this
state." ... .,

The Rotary club report continues:
"The Farmers' union, the largest

farmers' organization in Kansas is
opposed to the Nonpartisan league.
Maurice McAuIiffe.i president of the
union, has thrown the fujl weight of
his influence against the league and
its program.

"Substantial farmers' organizations
of North Dakota, South Dakota and
other states have shown as similar at-
titude toward the league. In view of
these and other Important considera-
tions your committee does not believe
that the Nonpartisan league should be
considered as a farmers movement,
but as a propaganda" which goes deep
er. and has an Insidious and dastardly
purnose'."

ATTORNEY NOTE

Bobertson Warning to Voiland
Deliberately Garbled.

V. S. Officer Absolutely Told
Him To Report Disloyalties.- -

HAS BEEN OF NO AID IN WORK

"Not a Scratch of Pen" From
Voiland, Robertson Says.

Readers of Governor's Paper
Led To Believe Differently.

Fred Robertson, district attorney,
never authorized Fred Voiland to
handle disloyalty complaints. In fact
he warned him against such action.

Governor Capper and Fred Voiland
deliberately garbled the letter pub-

lished from Fred Robertson, United
States district attorney. Had the let-

ter been published in full, it would
have established the charges of the
State Jou-na- l to the effect that the
governor : d Voiland had no author-
ity to meddle with disloyalty com-
plaints in Kansas and interfere with
the administration of justice.

By the adroit use of double mean-in-- ,'

ords. readers of the governors
paper were also led to believe the
letter from Robertson was written in
connection with a case being investi-
gated jointly by Voiland and Robert-
son's office. Yet the letter con-c- f

rued a card index of Red Cross and
Y. M. C. A. subscribers and liberty
bond purchasers. Robertson had
merely beer, asked to approve a card
form. The district attorney knew
nothing: at that time May 4 of the
plan which placed the governor s

letters in Voiland's hands.
Ho Win ncd Voiland.

Yet Robertson's letter contained an
admonition which defined to Voiland
cleariy and emphatically the limited
authority of independent investigators.
It stated clearly that all letters

illegal acts of aliens or Ameri-
can citizens must be sent promptly to
Robertson's office.

Vwiiand never answered that letter.
He never consulted either Robertson
or L. S. Harvey, first assistant district
attorney, concerning one enemy alien
case.

Robertson has directed the prosecu-
tion of scores of disloyalty cases the
last fow months. He has caused the
internment of many enemy aliens. Yet
when asked today concerning' the co-

operation of the governor and Voi-
land. he said they had failed to pro-
vide information in one of the cases
he has prosecuted. As a consequence
of this statement, added mystery will
surround the direction by Voiland ot
the hundreds of disloyalty letters
which he admits came into his posses-
sion.

Left Out Part of Letter.
The instructions to Voiland as to

his lack of authority to meddle with
government matters and especially
disloyalty cases, was made clear in
Robertson's letter. Yet when portions
of this letter were printed in a
frantic effort to establish a relation-
ship with some branch of the govern-
ment the poition of the letter strict-
ly in point was not mentioned.

After discussing with Voiland the
card index form of Jisting war activi-
ties donors by the state council of
defense.

Robertson Tells Facts.
"From that day to this, I haven't re-

ceived the scratch of a pen from Vo-
iland." said Robertson. "He has trans-
mitted me one or two copies of very
unimportant matters. Until very re
cently. I had no idea he assumed to
handle disloyalty cases or pass on the
course they should take. His authority
Is that of any self constituted investi-
gator who stands in the department's
path.

silks and wearing apparel were found
o..

A gold watch found in Smith's pock-
ets has been identified as the one

about two weeks ago from the
residence of Fred Cooper. 818 West
Eighth street, while the Cooper fam-
ily at a theater. Other
Jewelry and wearing apparel found in
Smith's cache and in his pockets in-
cluded a pair of glasses, a gold wed-
ding ring, a gold bracelet, a g.ld
watch this one in addition to tho
one identified by Cooper several
breastpins, a pair of earrings and wo-
men's wearing aj'parel, including silks,
valuable white bhoes and other arti-
cles.

ALLIES HARJTSSTHE GERMANS

Counter Attacks Against French
and Yanks Break Down.

Austrian Generals Removed Be-

cause of Defeat Last Month.

Rome, July 3. Italian forces along
the lower Plave delivered a number of
hard strokes at the Austrian defenses
yesterday, fighting their way forward
against desperate enemy resistance,
the war office announced today. The
advance was over the difficult terrain
near tne iver. mouth which ig pa.rt.
& floded.

Advanced on 8 Slile Front.
London, July 3. The Italians have,

undertaken a new offensive on the
lower Piave, it waa learned from an
authoritative source today.

Between the old and new Piave,
they advanced from 2,000 to 3,590
yards on an eight mile front. It was
stated.

Austriuns Admit Some Loss.
Vienna, via London, July 3. "After

fighting all day at the mouth of th
.Piave, the enemy was unable to suc-
ceed, except slightly- near Chiesa-Nuova- ,"

the war office announced to-
day.

Last night on the French front was

marked by aruther of the sharp, in
cisive operations by which the allies
are from day to day improving their
positions in anticipation of the re-
newal of the German offensive.

French Go In Half Mile.
General Petain's troops on this oc-

casion drove in on a two-mi- le front
near Moulin Sous Toutvent, between
the Oise and the Aisne, and pene-
trated the German lines to a depth ot
approximately half a mile. They took
220 prisoners in their advance.

WILL NOT STRIKE

Santa Fe Employes Show Fair-

ness in Wage Flea,

Will Take Up Complaints With
McAdoo Instead.

Santa Fe shop employes ' who are
members of the newly organized labor
unions held a meeting at the city
auditorium Tuesday night and de-
clared themselves dissatisfied with
their wages and working conditions.
They appointed a committee to wait
upon W. G. McAdoo, director general,
and demand a betterment of the "con-
ditions" and higher wages.

Officials of the road, as they have
done since organization of employes
began, maintain silence on the actions
of the unions. They declare that ths
matter of wage adjustments are now
entirely out of their control and the
controversy lies between the men and
the government directors.

The majirity of the employes have
received increases In salaries in ths
laEt two years and the general wags
scale, officials say, paid in the Santa,
Fe shops here is the highest it has
ever been. The union men claim
these wages are not adequate and for
a most part dissatisfaction Is ex-
pressed toward the increase granted
by the federal wage commission re-
cently.

When the men were organized, they
were promised a higher wage scale by
the labor organizers. It came to offi-
cial ears at that time that the com--
mon laborers were promised a seals
of from about $3.50 to i a day if they
would affiliate with the Federation rf
Labor. Skilled labor, it was said, was
promised a corresponding Increase.
Altho they refuse to make any Indi-
vidual statements whatever, for publi-
cation, officials of the road here ex-
press considerable satisfaction at ths
fact that the men who are dissatisfied
are using the diplomacy to take ths
matter up with McAdoo thru a com-
mittee and not try to force their de-
mands with a strike. Iabor leaders
promise that the men will not strike.

The shops are under government
control and are performing govern-
ment work.
